Treat charities with 
respect, don’t leave 
donations behind 


I t is wonderful when someone 
makes a decision to donate 
gently used clothing, furniture 
or other items to a local charity. 

Choosing to donate unwanted 
items to a local charity ensures 
that these objects get a second 
chance to be used, and ultimately 
avoid ending up in the landfill. 

But it is disheartening to see these 
donations end up in places where 
they shouldn't be and treated with 
disrespect. 

The Fort Erie Salvation Army 
Thrift Store often has to throw out 
many of the once-useful donations 
left behind by people with good 
intentions who leave the items 
outside the store after hours. If staff 
members aren't there to process 
and sort these donations, than that 
means these items are left outside 
until the store opens. 

Many items are often ruined 
because they are left outside 
overnight, unprotected from the 
weather. There have been a number 
of instances where beautiful infant 
and children’s clothing couldn’t be 
used because they became soaked 
and were thrown out because they 
could have become mouldy. 


Looting is also a problem for 
many charities. Some individuals 
open all of the bags, take what 
they want, and leave the rest of the 
items thrown across the thrift store 
parking lot in Fort Erie. 

Others use the site as their own 
dumping ground, leaving kitty litter, 
dirty mattresses, old furniture and 
other garbage. 

Each day, the staff at the Salvation 
Army Thrift Store clean piles and 
piles of garbage left outside the 
organization's back doors. 

It’s such a shame to see people 
use non-profit organizations and 
charities as if they were their own 
personal landfill. 

If you’re planning on making 
a donation to a local charity, 
remember to only donate gently 
used items without rips, tears 
or stains. You should also call 
beforehand to inquire what types of 
items the charity will or won’t take. 

And when you do drop off 
items to a charity, please ensure 
you deliver these items when a 
volunteer is there to receive it. In 
doing so, it will ensure the donation 
ends up where it is intended to go 
and it is not ruined and thrown out.

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Mayor wants volunteer program 


Mayor Wayne Redekop would like 
to see a program established that 
would allow individuals to volunteer 
“their time and energy" on restoring 
some of the Town's property. 

During Monday night's council 
meeting, Redekop said he would 
introduce a motion during a meeting 
scheduled for Jan. 18 asking staff to 
prepare a report "to advise council 


regarding the logistics of establishing 
a volunteer program relative to 
municipally owned assets." 

Proposed project causes 
concern for resident 

Developer Steve Bremner has 
requested an amendment to the 
Town's official plan to convert 
an existing 10,000 square-foot 


building at 21 Wintemute St. into a 
nine-unit apartment building. 

The building, which is surrounded 
by a number of single detached 
homes and Fort Erie Secondary 
School, is the former Davidson 
Funeral Home. There is one 
apartment currently inside the 
building. 

A public meeting was held last
